“The Preferential Bill has passed 
the House of Representatives by 50 
to 16, and in the Legislative Council 
there was no division. Thus the bill 
has passed practically unanimously. 
New Zealand has kept good faith and 
given its farst installment of prefer- 
ential trade to the Empire.

Until such time as the details of 
the bill have been received by the 
Dominion government it will be im- 
possible to say what trade concessions 
Canada will give io return, or whe- 
ther the British preference will apply.

The difference 
between Greek and Latin is ground- 
ed upon differences in the expression 
of the same faith.
